Jackson doc 
talks surrender 


With a criminal charge looming, 
Michael Jackson’s doctor is negoti- 
ating his surrender to L. A. authori- 
ties, his attorney said Thursday 

A statement from Ed Chernoff 
said he was negotiating with the 
district attorney’s office for Dr. 
Conrad Murray to turn himself in, 
but there has been no agreement 
on specifics. 

“When the agreement is com- 
plete, we will report further,” 
Chernoff said. 

Murray has maintained that 
nothing he gave Jackson should 
have killed him. 

Murray’s arraignment already 
has been set for Friday afternoon, 
a person familiar with the plan- 
ning told The Associated Press. 
The person declined to be named 
because of the sensitivity of the 
situation. 

The possible charge was not dis- 
closed. However, two law enforce- 
ment officials have told the AP that

prosecutors plan to charge Murray 
with involuntary manslaughter, 

alleging he gave Jackson a powerful anesthetic that led to his 
June 25 overdose death at a rented mansion in Los Angeles. 

The officials spoke on condition of anonymity because they 
were not authorized to publicly discuss the case. 


U.S. SHIPPING MORE CANINES TO IRAQ DESPITE TABOO 


The American military is rushing delivery of dozens of 
bomb-detection dogs to Iraq after accusations that widely- 
used mechanical devices are ineffective to pinpoint explo- 
sives at checkpoints and other search sites, U.S. and Iraqi 
officials said. 

The first shipment of dogs — 25 are expected Friday— 
comes amid pressure on Prime Minister Nouri al-Maliki for 
security lapses after suspected Sunni militants scored a series 
of successes in carrying out major bombings in Baghdad, 
killing hundreds since August. The attacks have hurt his 
government’s standing before next month’s elections to pick 
Iraq’s next parliament and leaders. 

Another 120 bomb-sniffing dogs are scheduled to arrive in 
Iraq during the next 12 months in Iraq, Army Maj. Sylvester 
Wegwu, a senior military adviser at the Baghdad Police 
College, told The Associated Press. 

“We have more requests than we have dogs and handlers,” 
added police Brig. Gen. Mohammad Mesheb Hajea, who is 
in charge of the training program. 

The worries about security are strong enough to over- 
come reluctance among Iraqi forces to use canines because 


of Islamic religious taboos that consider dogs unclean ani- 
mals. While U.S. troops and foreign private security firms 
often used sniffing dogs, Iraqis relied on them far less— both 
because troops didn’t like using them and Iraqi citizens 
didn’t like being searched by them. 

“Our culture is different from the European culture and 
the American culture,” said Hajea, who also runs his own 
veterinary clinic in Baghdad. 

It’s part of a wider re-evaluation of tactics and equipment 
by Iraq’s security forces. 

Some shifts have been prompted by new strategies by 
insurgents, including car-bomb makers hiding explosives 
deep inside frames or engines. 

Gen. Raymond Odierno, the top U.S. commander in Iraq, 
has said Iraqi authorities have requested scanners capable of 
peering inside sealed portions of vehicles. 

But Iraq also had faced charges of relying on flawed devic- 
es— a wand-like, handheld mechanism known as ADE-651. 
Last month, British authorities banned its export to Iraq 
and Afghanistan after a BBC report raised serious questions 
about its ability to detect explosives.

Cohen: I’m staying

Gov Pat Quinn finally won the Democratic 
governor nomination Thursday only to find 
himself trying to dump a running mate who 
has been accused of abusing women, failing 
to pay child support and spending lavishly 
on extramarital affairs. 

While Quinn suggested that Scott 
Lee Cohen drop out for the good of the 
Democratic Party, the pawnbroker and 
political neophyte vowed to continue as a 
lieutenant governor candidate after voters 
nominated him Tuesday 

“My honesty and integrity in putting it out 
there is the best thing that could happen to 
the party,” Cohen told the Tribune. 

His ex-wife, Debra Tbrk- Cohen, appeared 
with him Thursday as part of a media blitz 
aimed at repairing his image. Tbrk- Cohen 
said she stood by allegations she made dur- 
ing the couple’s divorce, but that Cohen’s 
bad behavior took place when he was using 
steroids. 


“It was a short period of time, and it’s 
certainly not something that the people of 
Illinois need to be concerned with,” Tbrk- 
Cohen said. 

But new disclosures showed that as 
Cohen was spending more than $2 million 
of his own money to run TV and radio ads 
for his campaign, his ex-wife in December 
was accusing him in court of being $54,000 
behind in child support payments. Cohen 
and his ex-wife declined to discuss the ongo- 
ing case. 

The latest details came after the Tribune 
reported Wednesday that police and court 
records from an October 2005 incident 
show that Cohen’s then-girlfriend alleged 
he put a knife to her throat and pushed her 
head against a wall. Public records show that 
the woman, his 24-year-old girlfriend at the 
time, pleaded guilty to prostitution that 
same month. 

The misdemeanor charges against Cohen 
later were dropped when the woman did not 


show up for court. Cohen also denied alle- 
gations he assaulted her and used a knife. 
Cohen said Thursday that he didn’t know 
the woman was a prostitute and met her 
when he got a “straight massage” at the 
Eden Spa. 

Fearful Cohen could drag down Illinois 
Democrats in the November election, 
Quinn said the candidate has “an obligation 
to step aside” if he can’t suitably explain 
himself to voters— a sentiment echoed by 
other Democratic leaders. 

Some top Democrats are giving Cohen 
room to maneuver as he weighs his options. 
That’s partly out of necessity— there’s no 
legal avenue for the party to remove Cohen 
as the lieutenant governor nominee. 

For his part, Cohen left himself an out. 

“If the people of Illinois decided they 
don’t want me as their lieutenant governor, I 
would consider it at that point,” Cohen said 
on WTTW’s “Chicago Tonight.” “Time will 
tell.” 


Ex-governor 
re-indicted; 
new counts 
included

Former Gov Rod Blagojevich was re-indicted 
in his corruption case Thursday as prosecutors 
seek to keep an upcoming decision from the 
U.S. Supreme Court on “honest services” fraud 
from delaying Blagojevich’s June trial. 

The new 24-count indictment was handed up 
by a federal grand jury, the U.S. attorney’s office 
in Chicago announced. 

Blagojevich was indicted in April on 16 
counts, including racketeering conspiracy 

The revised indictment does not allege any 
new wrongdoing by Blagojevich but includes 
eight new counts that do not rely on honest 
services fraud. 

The new charges include racketeering, 
attempted extortion, bribery, conspiracy 
to commit bribery and conspiracy to com- 
mit extortion. The underlying wrongdoing 
still includes Blagojevich’s alleged attempt to 
sell the U.S. Senate seat vacated by President 
Obama and other alleged efforts to leverage the 
powers of his office. 

One of Blagojevich’s lawyers, Aaron 
Goldstein, said the revised indictment doesn’t 
alter the defense’s stance for the trial scheduled 
to begin in June. 

“The new indictment is longer in terms of 
volume, but it contains no new factual allega- 
tions,” Goldstein said. ‘As we have maintained 
from day one, the governor has done nothing 
wrong.” 

Sheldon Sorosky another of Blagojevich’s 
attorneys, dismissed the new indictment as 
“warmed-up old soup,” adding that it should 
not have any bearing on the case against the 
former governor. 

He described the indictment as containing 
the “same false charges re-alleged under differ- 
ent legal theories.” 

Sorosky speculated that prosecutors sought 
a new indictment against Blagojevich because 
they’re afraid the U.S. Supreme Court may 
imminently declare the honest services law 
unconstitutional. 

Sorosky said his team will have to review the 
new indictment, but doesn’t believe it will alter 
its approach in defending the former governor. 
“The man is innocent,” Sorosky said. “The man 
has done nothing wrong.” 

Sorosky said the new indictment would 
not push back the June 3 trial date for his cli- 
ent, or his arraignment, which is scheduled for 
Wednesday

Clarence Ervin had panhandled on Chicago 
Transit Authority trains all night, and he 
looked like it. 

Cold and bleary-eyed, he said he was 
afraid of getting caught— a surprising senti- 
ment for a man who has been arrested 178 
times, according to police and court records. 
Ervin, 52, has amassed charges ranging from 
panhandling on trains and disorderly con- 
duct to drug possession and assault and bat- 
tery, the records show. 

He is a source of widespread fear among 
riders on the Green Line between the Loop 
and Oak Park. 

“Clarence is not a bad guy,” Ervin said. 


With public bus and rail service set to be 
slashed Sunday, Mayor Daley on Thursday 
pressured unions representing CTA workers 
to make contract concessions to avert the 
cuts. 

But union leaders dismissed Daley’s 
request as a last-minute public-relations push 
meant to deflect criticism from angry riders 
enduring long waits to board packed buses 
and trains. 

The mayor said his late push for a deal 
focuses on union givebacks because CTA

When cases are not dismissed Ervin has 
been convicted, often in absentia, about 25 
percent of the time. 

Chicago police spokesman Roderick 
Drew did not directly respond to questions 
regarding why the department relies heav- 
ily on a policy that allows potentially violent 
repeat offenders to walk free. 

“One issue we are dealing with is the small 
number of chronic nonviolent offenders fre- 
quenting the CTA system,” Drew said. “In 
addition to arrests, the department will be 
working with the CTA and the judicial sys- 
tem to prevent these offenders from access- 
ing CTA property” 


financial pain as the CTA tries to fill a pro- 
jected $300 million budget hole. 

Darrell Jefferson, president of the bus driv- 
ers union, said he badly wants to avoid layoffs. 
But he said the organization has worked too 
hard over decades to earn living wages for its 
members to now give that up when the CTA 
budget easily could be trimmed elsewhere. 

“This is essentially busting the union. 
I’m not going to help you bust the union,” 
Jefferson said. “I’m not going to help you 
make us into Walmart workers.” 


Naperville bans 
candy throwing 
from parade floats 

A new ban prohibits parade participants in 
Naperville from tossing candy and other items 
from floats. 

The ban was approved 5-3 Wednesday night. 
Parade organizers are to enforce the policy as 
they deem appropriate. 

People walking along parade routes still will 
be permitted to hand out candy to the crowd. 

The ban was enacted because some council 
members are concerned about children rushing 
into the street after the candy and getting hit by 
a parade vehicle. Officials also expressed con- 
cerns that thrown items could cause injury 

“I think the staff really came up with a good 
compromise which, when we have candy, we 
drop it off on the side so it doesn’t go into the 
middle of the intersection and then [kids] can 
fight over it on the sidewalks,” said Naperville 
Mayor George Pradel, who supported the mea- 
sure. 

The three council members who voted 
against the ban used “overregulate” and “over- 
kill” to describe the measure. 

‘We have reached the height of regulation,” 
said Councilman Richard Eurstenau, who 
said the community would consider the City 
Council “a bunch of killjoys.” 

And Councilman Doug Krause said “safety 
is being overkilled on this thing” because there 
have been no such incidents at city parades in 
the last decade. “This is a kid-friendly town,” 
Krause said. “This is not a kid-friendly idea.”

Americans charged in Haiti 


Q PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti Ten members of 
a U.S. missionary group who said they 
were trying to rescue 33 child victims of 
Haiti’s devastating earthquake were charged 
Thursday with child kidnapping and criminal 
association, their lawyer said. 

Edwin Coq said after a court hearing that 
a judge found sufficient evidence to charge 
the Americans, who were arrested Jan. 29 at 
Haiti’s border with the Dominican Republic. 
Coq attended Thursday’s hearing and repre- 
sents the entire group in Haiti. 

Group leader Laura Silsby has said they 
were trying to take orphans and abandoned 
children to an orphanage in the neighbor-

that under Haiti’s legal system, there won’t 
be an open trial, but a judge will consider 
the evidence and could render a verdict 
in about three months. Each kidnapping 
count carries a possible sentence of five to 
15 years in prison. Each criminal association 
count has a potential sentence of three to 
nine years.

The children taken from the group, rang-

The shatterproof pint glass was proudly 
unveiled by the government Thursday Officials 
swore the country would save billions in health 
care costs by coming up with a glass that doesn’t 
double as a lethal weapon. 

But noticeably no officials were talking about 
reforming the British binge drinking culture at 
the root of the problem. 

There are about 87,000 alcohol-related glass 
attacks each year, with many resulting in hospi- 
tal visits, Home Secretary Alan Johnson said as 
he introduced the two prototype shatterproof 
pint glasses. 

“Glassing causes horrific injuries and has a 
lasting and devastating impact on victims and 
their families,” Johnson said. “I hope these 
designs will help bring an end to such attacks.”

Drive defensively and just try to stay out of the way, and she’ll be 
dismissed as a pushover. 

Despite her standing as an IndyCar star and possibly the most 
successful female race car driver ever, Danica Patrick knows she 
must make a good first impression in NASCAR. Still, she made it 
clear during Thursday’s Daytona 500 media day that she doesn’t 
plan on being pushed around in the process. 

“If somebody does something to me that I don’t like, you have 
to expect that you get something in return,” Patrick said. ‘And I 
have fenders now, so that’s pretty exciting.” 

After years of speculation about her potential move from 
IndyCar to NASCAR, Patrick is dipping her toe in stock cars 
while continuing to race in IndyCar this season.

Jonathan Rhys Meyers goes 
from randy British royal to 
American spy guy in ‘From Paris’

The first time Jonathan Rhys Meyers and John 
Travolta met was on the set for their first scene 
together in “From Paris With 
Love.” 

Charlie Wax, a belliger- 
ent, shaved-headed, goateed 
American — a full- tilt Travolta — is 
being detained by a French cus- 
toms agent at the airport because 
they cannot allow him to bring a 
bag full of energy drinks into the 
country 

Enter James Reese— an 
American-accented Meyers— as 
a young U.S. embassy attache 
with ambitions of becoming a CIA spy guy 
Reese tries diplomatically to defuse the situa- 
tion. Wax is no help at all. Finally, the two are 
allowed to leave— with the beverage cans, one 
of which, it turns out, is packed with an illegal 
powdery substance. 

“It’s funny I was shooting my last scene as 
Henry at 7:30 Tuesday evening, and I was on 
set with Travolta at 8:30 Wednesday morning,” 
Meyers recalls, referring to his job as the randy 
royal King Henry VIII in the hit Showtime his- 
torical soap “The Tudors.” 

“There was no time to meet Travolta before- 
hand, nor, needless to say to do a read-through,” 
he says. “I had just time enough for a costume 
change, and my accent. And away we went. It 


helped that I was working with John straight 
away though, because meeting him like that, 
not knowing what to expect, mirrored the 
experience of my character.” 

In “From Paris With Love,” a 
mayhem-fueled shoot-’em-up in 
the City of Light, Meyers tears 
down flights of stairs, fires auto- 
matic weapons this way and that 
and caroms around Paris in the 
company of a kickboxing mad- 
man. Travolta’s Charlie Wax is 
a maverick, to say the least. He 
is also one of the agency’s top 
operatives. 

“Of course, it was tiring,” 
Meyers says. “Tbu’re making a movie, you’re 
working 12, 14 hours a day, there’s no denying 
that. But I had so much fun that the adrenaline 
kept me going.” 

Born in Dublin, and an actor since he was 
expelled from high school, Meyers, now 32, says 
he and Travolta hit it off from the get-go. And 
since “From Paris With Love” is a buddy pic- 
ture, it helps that the buddies have chemistry 
“I wasn’t even alive when John Travolta start- 
ed his career, and I was 5 when ‘Saturday Night 
Fever’ came out,” he says. ‘And that wasn’t for 
me at 5, but I still remember watching the way 
he walked, swinging that paint can down the 
sidewalk at the beginning of the film. ... That 
walk is iconic. John Travolta is iconic.”
